. When provided with the’ opportunity to move class- 
room-administrator-planner and Ph black 
staffers into key positions in the Columbus system 
during the past 6-8 months he deferred to whites he said 
“had more administrative experience,” but acknow- 
ledgedly less sensitivity and feel for the humanitarian 
needs of the two positions. 

Like the traditional white “Plantation Marse," he cop- 
ped out to “experience” which when without “op- 
portunity” blacks can never be qualified. He needs a 
heavy course of remedial and/or compensatory edu- 
cation to free him of his racist views and a more ac- 
—— pasture to get a CALL-POST passing grade in

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EEO QUESTIONED 
ammond Raps Policies Of — 
United Way Professionals 


The personnel and ad- 
ministrative poticies of 
United Way were sharply 
questioned this week by 
City Councitman Jerry 
Hammond. 

In an interview with The 
CALL & POST prior to the 
Thursday morning session, 
Hammond wondered “‘if 
United Way wanted any in- 
put from board members” 
and suggested’ that 
“United Way seems to be 
paving the way for de- 
cisions in the social ser- 
vice arena to be made by a 
band of supra-profession- 
pe who ignore tay opin- 
on."" ~ 

Also at stake, Hammond 
implied is: United Way's 
credibility in the black 
community, which he 
claims “has been in quest- 
ion for many years.” 


Hammond said he recen- 
tly contacted United Way 
chieftian Al Deitzel upon 
learning of the resignation 
of a United Way deputy-- 
the highest ranking black 
in the agency. Hammond 
suggested that the agency 
insure the opportunity to 
maintain black involve- 
ment-in the policy level at 
United Way. Deitzel later 
informed him that the 
black under consideration 
lacked the necessary qual- 
ifications for the job.

When The Plain Dealer 
carried a story last week in 
which Senator-_Metzen- 
baum was alleged to have 
said that George Forbes 
could not get FBI 
clearance for Fred Cole- 
man's job, the lid blew off. 

The inference was that 
there was something in 
Forbes’ record that would 
disqualify him for public 
office, or, that his charac- 
ter would not pass muster.

Innocent Couple Tells Of 
Terrifying Encounter With 


Gun Drawn Columbus Police

An innocent young 
Northend couple now 
knows just how terrifying it 
can be to look down the 
barrel of a .38 caliber pistol 
in the steady hands of a 
group of police officers. 

Calvin J. King, 19, 779 E. 
Second Ave., and his 18 
year old fiance, Teresa 
Barker, 1073 E. 14th Ave., 
were put through the hair 
raising experience last 
Saturday when confronted 
by a dozen uniformed of- 
ficers on Cleveland and 
24th Aves. 

The couple was enroute 
to. Miss Barker's home 


from the Northland Shop- 
ping Center about 8:30 
p.m. Saturday. When they 
approached. the intersect- 
ion of Cleveland and 24th, 
a cruiser cut in front of 
their car and blocked the 
street. 

One officer mounted the 
hood of Calvin's car with 
drawn gun “poked straight 
at my face,’ said Barker. 
When she asked what it 
was all about, “he ordered 
me to shut up and not to 
open my mouth or he 


would blow my head off,” ’ 


she told The CALL & 
POST.

“Now,” he said, ‘we look 
forward to the thaw and 
the coming months will re- 
veal whether yet another 
cold chill from Washington 
will ice .over..the—as- 
pirations of America's 
poor, or whether our hopes 
for a new era of progress 
will blossom forth.

A study conducted by the Ghildren's 
Defense Fund, disclosed that Black and 
other minority children comprise 31.8 
percent of the total population of 
children detained in Gdult jails. This, the 


Study said, constitutes an over- 
representation on minorities. 
The 76-page study, involving 257 


Children in local jails in nine sample 
States, recorded only 217 or.84.4 percent 
of the children's race. Of this amount, 
86.2 percent were white, 24.8 percent 
were Black and 7.0 percent identified as 
other minorities 


The report charged that over- 


“representation ot Black™ and “minority” 


children in adult jails occurs because of 
a “definite bias against the largest 
minority group in a given area.” 

It said that 88.3 percent of the Children 
are detained in jail for property or minor 
offenses compared to the 11.7 percent 
figure for violence or cimes against other 
persons. 


The report pointed. out that “status of- 
fenses" — actions which would not be 
crimes if committed by adults, such as 
truancy or leaving home -— accounted for 
17,9 percent of the children in adult jails.

The desegregation issue has hung over 

_ the heads of parents, school officials and 
children like Damocies’ sword. No one 
knows what to expect or, when to expect 
it. 

Now the United States Commission On 
Civil Rights has come out with a statement 
of its position on how our schools should 
be desegregated. 

What the Commission says, makes 
sense. Although Its position on County- 
wide school districts may add more fuel to 
the fire, nevertheless, it is the only fair and 
logical approach to a solution. 

Contrary to the popular belief that 
metropolitan school desegregation is un- 
workable, the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights: gave examples of positive advan- 
tages to be gained by a metropolitan 


remedy. 

In its” 128-page “report “entitied, 
“Statement on Metropolitan School 
Desegregation,” released recently the 
Commission examines both the objections 
to and the feasibility of metropolitan 
school - domagregaiion. Most minority 
children who live in large cities continue 
to remain in racially isolated public 
schools. “It has become abundantly clear 
in recent years that much of the racial 
segregation that exists in big city school 
systems violates. the Constitution,” the 
Commission said. 

“While the Commission believes in 
vigorous enforcement of fair housing 
policies, “sole reliance” on equal housing 
as acure would come “far too late to 
benefit children attending school during 
the 20th century.” The establishment of a 
single district incorporating both the cen- 
tral city and its suburbs is not an uncom- 
mon administrative arrangement for 
American school ems. In many States, 
particularly in the South and West, school 
districts have tong been organized on a 
county basis and such districts frequently 
are urban counties containing both a cen- 


. tral city and its suburbs. 


“tn the 40 years between 1932 and 1972, 
more than 86 percent of the country's 
schoo! districts have been eliminated 
through reorganization,” the Commission 
added. . 

“Methods are also available to decen- 
tralize decision making in reorganized 
districts so that local contro! and the in- 
fluence of parents on the educational 
process are preserved and even enhan- 
ced. The amount of busing required to ac- 
complish metropolitan desegregation is 
not extensive when compared with busing

The Shaker Heights Board of Education, 
on its own, has taken a bold step to rid its 
systém of desegregation by initiating a 
busing program involving most of its 
schools. 

Whether this action is being taken to 
avoid any possible lawsuit, is not the point 
at this time. It will be interesting to see 
— the other suburban school districts 
will do. 


Since 1954, the school desegregation 
issue has been before our Boards of 
Education and the Courts. This has been 
plenty of time for the issue to have been 
resolved. Our courts can't be so ignorant 
or uninformed of the facts that by now 
they don’t have all of the basic issues 
before them. This going up on appeals 
and-coming back for more hearings, just 
doesn't make sense to lay people and, 
those taxpayers who must -foot all the 
costs. 

The time has come to stop ducking and 
dodging. If the money spent on all of these 
litigations was spent on improving the 
quality of education our children are 
receiving, our schools would be turning 
out more graduates who could master 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 

The busing issue has all but over- 
shadowed our goals for quality education. 

Surely there must be some court or 
some judge who can come up with some 


sensible decision that the people can and ! 


will accept. The present state of confusion 
and uncertainty is irritating to everybody.

After years of failure to build a cohesive African 
policy, it comes as something of a shock to watch 
America's diplomatic efforts elevate that continent's 
affairs to the center stage of our international con- 
cerns. 

But it’s a welcome shock indeed. The process 
began when the then Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger became alarmed at the development of Cold 
War confrontations in southern Africa. The arrival of 
Cuban troops in Angola led toa period of intense U.S. 
involvement in trying to work out a peaceful solution 
to the growing crisis in Rhodesia. 

But that was largely crisis-management. America's 
relations with the rest of the continent were uneasy, 
and even strained with.some major nations, such as 
Nigeria. 

Now there appears to be a major effort by the Car- 
ter Administration not only to try to solve the 
Rhodesian problem, but also to establish a viable 
American policy toward Africa that will aid the con- 
tinent’s development and its aspirations for freedom 
and independence. —~ 

One obvious sign of this was the successful African 
trip of Andrew Young, the American Ambassador to 
the United Nations. Ambassador Young received a 
warm reception from his African hosts, even in places 
that had been cool to earlier American attempts to 
strengthen ties. 

In Nigeria, for example, which had canceled a 
proposed Kissinger visit last year, Young got & 
rousing reception, a-rare joint press conference with 


._the head of state. and.a oublic commitment of friend-~ 
Ship for the U.S. Young's Siccess led Donara Easum, ~ 


our Ambassador to Nigeria to state “it was the most 

interesting and perhaps most important conversation 

of this nature I've ‘in 23 years in the Foreign Ser- 
vice.” = 

This isn't just another case of a small country pat- 
ching relations with us in order to get on the handout 
line. Nigeria is the leading West African nation, a 
major oil producer, and a military power in the region. 
Some. claim Nigeria holds the key to Africa — that she 
is as important to Africa as France is to Europe. That 
we-allowed our relations to deteriorate is a shame, 
that they've been restored‘to a level of friendship and 
cooperation is a major diplomatic feat. 

_ Another signal of a new Administration thrust 
toward Africa is the pressure it is mounting to cut off 
imports of Rhodesian chrome, thus comply with long- 
standing UN sanctions against trade with the illegal 

Smith regime in Rhodesia. Congress refused to ban 

the ‘trade despite requests by previous Ad- 

ministrations, but now it looks like the White House 
and the State Department will go all out to get the ban 
enforced. 

Many Congressmen are not aware that this is a bur- 
ning issue in Africa, an open sore preventing us from 
friendly relations with countries hostile to our ap- 
parent support for Rhodesia'’s economy. ; 

The other reason for repeal of the Byrd Amendment 
the shorthand name for the law permitting 
Rhodesian chrome imports — was pointed out by 
Secretary.of State Cyrus Vance, who said that repeal 
would help destroy any fantasies of support Bn the: 
part of the Rhodesian government. 

In. these and other steps, the Administration. is 
signalling the remaining white minority regimes in 
southern Africa that our support for them is ending. 
We'll be making new diplomatic efforts to bring about 
an in dent majority-run Rhodesia without civil 
war, but it is increasingly clear that the U.S. will not’ 
help minority governments maintain their domination 
of the black majorities. 

__; And that means the handwriting is.on the wall for 
‘South Africa. U‘S. corporations with intérests there 
should be very wary of new investments.in a country 
as liable to swift, perhaps violent, change as South

it seems to me that 
discrimination has hit the 
Columbus Public Library in 
an annual way with 9-1 
hours. There is a set pat- 
tern of users made up of 
people who have nothing 
to do between 9 a.m. and 1 
p.m. Even the leisure 
matinee crowd was ruled 
out. It is discrimination, 
possibly not intentional, 
but certainly nothing else. 

From 9-1? Many 
housewives are busy with 
home chores between 
those hours. Many other 
people are on the job and 
are left out of the use of 
public libraries. Many 
children, who might want 
to do reference work, find 
it hard to make that trip to 
the central library. 

Why such hours? Of 
course the explanation is 
to save fuel, but this frugal 


‘action could beset at more. - 


convenient hours for all 
the public. 

Most public institutions, 
such as the libraries, can 
set the most abominable 
hours for public use: The 
Columbus Art Gallery 
holds forth from 11 a.m. to 
5 p:m.- and one finds the 
halls empty most of .the 
time with only a. few 
stragglers or art devotees 
who will take time off to 
see an exhibit. 


The Art Gallery has 
begun charging admission 
but retains the same hours. 
It is possible that if the 
gallery would set the 
visiting hours over into the 
evening, to 9 or later, 
maybe there would 
develop a better income to 
support the project. As it 
stands now, only an adult 
or two and school classes 
can keep up with the 
visitation. There is one 
argument for the gallery to 
keep such hours. It is 
because of the desire for 
daylight to view pictures, 
but so much that 
gallery has to display has 
artifical illumination. 


The banking firms 
carried on that old 
“banker's hours” practice 
for a long while, closing 
the doors at 2 p.m. and 
nothing doing on Saturday. 
The practice was a han- 
dicap to working people: 

To sure, 
businesses had clerks and 
messengers who could 
make a trip to the bank, 
but what about the average 
store clerk, hard hat 
worker and government 
people? The banking 
houses and loan com- 
panies’ didn’t suffer much 
in other times because 
people had to gauge their 
time to get necessary 
business done. 

However, it has been 
noticed that some barking 
houses stay open a little 
longer now.

There are probably many - 


families that might decide 
to take in part of an 
evening at COS! instead of 
watching TV or going to 
the movie. 

There are a lot of people 
curious about what is 
offered there and might 
want to go and see, but 
they have to make it on 
Saturday or Sunday, and 
there are so many other 
things that get in the way 
on those days. 

Columbus is a city of 
over half million people 
and institutions that get so 
little public attention 
because of hour incon- 
venience. Columbus is not 
alone in this critique of 
public service. Most cities 
have. the hours” of 
discrimination against 
such a large part of the 
population. 

It ought to occur to plan- 
ners__of _ institutions _ that 
thousands are working to 
make a living when they 
set those hours:-This may 
explain why so many 
businesses are empty most 
of the time. But, it seems 
the planners never have 
thought of the hard hat 
workers, the shop 
salesmen and ladies and 
all the other citizens trying 
to make a living. 

The entertainment world 
looked at the picture and 
came up with evening 
hours. So could public in- 
stitutions. adjust its times 
to the convenience of 
users. Instead, they seem 
to continue to think of the 
“select few," keeping a 
kind of cultural 
discrimination alive. It has 
to be discriminatibn, for 
the open hours rule out so 
many others. 

Discrimination is in- 
clusion and exclusion; 
eligible who can_ partake 
and ineligibles who cannot 
partake; those who can 
have and those who can- 
not have. Certainly the 
open hour selection by 
some institutions is con- 
sciously or unconsciously 
discriminating. One would 
guess the practice to be a 
leftover from another era. 

One would believe that 
public institutions are for 
the use of the public and, 
in. our free American way 
of looking at things, for 
every citizen to use rather 
than just for some madam 
in furs. One would have to 
believe that in taking the 
route«of the theatrical 
world, the institution would 
better serve the public 
rather than by chopping off 
a few select morning or af- 
ternoon hours when so 
many people are busy in 
economic pursuits.

Defense Fund, disclosed that Black and 
other minority children comprise 31.8 
percent of the total population of 
children detained in adult jails. This, the 
Study said, constitutes an over-

The 76-page study, involving 257 
Children in local jails in nine sample 
States, recorded only 217 or 84.4 percent 
of the children's race.

Most minority 
children who live in large cities continue 
to remain in racially isolated public 
schools. “It has become abundantly clear 
in recent years that much of the racial 
segregation that exists in big city school 
systems violates the Constitution,” the 
Commission said. 

“While the Commission believes in 
vigorous enforcement of fair housing 
policies, “sole reliance” on equal housing 
as a cure would come “far too late to 
benefit children attending school during 
the 20th century.” The establishment of a 
single district incorporating both the cen- 
tral city and its suburbs is not an uncom- 
mon administrative arrangement for 
American school ems. In many States, 
particularly in the South and West, school 
districts have long been organized on a 
county basis and such districts frequently 
are urban counties containing both a cen- 
tral city and its suburbs. 

“In the 40 years between 1932 and 1972, 
more than 86 percent of the country's 
school districts have been eliminated 
through reorganization,” the Commission 
added. i 

“Methods are also available to decen- 
tralize decision making in reorganized 
districts so that local control and the in- 
fluence of parents on the educational 
process are preserved and even enhan- 
ced. The amount of busing required to ac- 
complish metropolitan desegregation is 
not extensive when compared with busing

Since 1954, the school desegregation 
issue has been before our Boards of 
Education and the Courts. This has been 
plenty of time for the issue to have been 
resolved. Our courts can't be so ignorant 
or uninformed of the facts that by now 
they don't have all of the basic issues 
before them. This going up on appeals 
and coming back for more hearings, just 
doesn't make sense to lay people and, 
those taxpayers who must foot. all the 
costs. 

The time has come to stop ducking and 
dodging. If the money spent on all of these 
litigations was spent on improving the 
quality of education our children are 
receiving, our schools would be turning 
out more graduates who could master 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 

The busing issue has all but over- 
shadowed our goals for quality education. 

Surely there must be some court or 
some judge who can come up with some 
sensible decision that the people can and 
will accept. The present state of confusion 
and_ uncertainty is irritating to everybody.

Tem, after drafting a resolution in honor of Haley, ex- 
pertensed no difticulty in rounding up co-sponsors.

THE NEW OPENING TO 
AFRICA 


After years of failure to build a Cohesive African——— 


policy, it comes as something of a shock to watch 
America’s diplomatic efforts elevate that continent's 
affairs to the center stage of our international con- 
cerns. 

But it's a welcome shock indeed. The process 
began when the then Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger became alarmed at the development of Cold 
War confrontations in southern Africa. The arrival of 
Cuban troops in Angola led to a period of intense U.S. 
involvement in trying to work out a peaceful solution 
to the growing crisis in Rhodesia. 

But that was largely crisis-management. America's 
relations with the rest of the continent were uneasy, 
and even strained with some major nations, such as 
Nigeria. 

Now there appears to be a major effort by the Car- 
ter Administration not only to try to- solve the 
Rhodesian problem, but also to establish a viable 
American policy toward Africa that-will aid the con- 

_—tinent's-development_and its aspirations for freedom 
and indepéndence. 

One obvious sign of this was the successful African 
trip of Andrew Young, the American Ambassador to 


the United Nations. Ambassador Young received a—- 


warm reception from his African hosts, even in places 
that had been cool to earlier American attempts to 
strengthen ties. 

In Nigeria, for example, which had canceled a 
proposed Kissinger visit last year, Young got a 
rousing reception, a rare joint press conference with 

the head of state, and a public commitment of friend- 
ship tor he U-s: Yourig’s SS Tow Werar : 
nln sn Nanna an tk st 
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This isn't just another case of a small country pat- 
ching relations with us in order to get on the handout 
line. Nigeria is the leading West African nation, a 
major oil producer, and a military power in the region. 
Some claim Nigeria holds the key to Africa — that she 
is as important to Africa as France is to Europe. That 
we allowed our relations to deteriorate is a shame; 
that they've been restored to a level of friendship and 

-cooperation.ie a-major diplomatic feat. 

Another signal of a new Administration thrust 
toward Africa is the pressure it is mounting to cut off 
imports of Rhodesian chrome, thus comply with long- 
standing UN sanctions against trade with the illegal 
Smith ime in Rhodesia. Congress refused to ban 
the trade despite requests by previous Ad- 
ministrations, but now it looks like the White House 
and the State Department will go all out to get the ban 
enforced. 

Many Congressmen are not aware that this is a bur- 
ning issue in Africa, an open sore preventing us from 
friendly relations with countries hostile to our ap- 
parent support for Rhodesia’s economy. 

The other reason for repeal of the Byrd Amendment 
— the shorthand name for the law permitting 
Rhodesian chrome imports — was pointed out by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, who said that repeal 
would help destroy any fantasies of support 8n the 
part of the Rhodesian government.

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“New ibrary Hours Unfair 


It seems to me that 
discrimination has hit the 
Columbus Public Library in 
an annual way with 9-1 
hours. There is a set pat- 
tern of users made up of 
people who have nothing 
to do between 9 a.m. and 1 
p.m. Even the leisure 
matinee crowd was ruled 
out. it is discrimination, 
possibly not intentional, 
but certainly nothing else. 

From 9-17 Many 
housewives are busy with 
home chores between 
those hours. Many other 
people are on the job and 
are left out of the use of 
public libraries. Many 
children, who might want 
to do reference work, find 
it hard to make that trip to 
the central library. 

Why such hours? Of 
course the explanation is 
to save fuel, but this frugal 
action Could be sét at more 
convenient hours for all 
the public. 

Most public institutions, 
such as the libraries, can 
set the most abominable 
hours for public use. The 
Columbus ‘Art Gallery 
holds forth from 11.a.m. to 
5 p.m. and one finds the 
halls empty most of the 
time with only a few 
stragglers or art devotees 
who will take time off to 
see an exhibit. 


The Art Gallery has 
begun charging admission 
but retains the same hours. 
It is possible that if the 
gallery would set the 
visiting hours over into the 
evening, to 9 or later, 
maybe there would 
develop a better income to 
support the project. As it 
stands now, only an adult 
or two and school classes 
can. keep up with the 
visitation. There is one 
argument for the gallery to 
keep such hours. It is 
because of the desire for 
daylight to view pictures, 
but so much that the 
gallery has to display has 
artifical illumination. 


The banking firms 
carried on that old 
“banker's hours" practice 
for a long while, closing 
the doors at 2 p.m. and 
nothing doing on Saturday. 
The practice was a hee 
dicap to working people. 

To be sure, some 
businesses had clerks and 
messengers who could 
make a trip to the bank, 
but what about the average 
store clerk, hard hat 
worker .and government 
people? The banking 
houses and loan com- 
panies didn’t suffer much 
in other times because 
people had to gauge their 
time to get necessary 
business done.

There is COSI (Center of 
Science and Industry) 
which closes shop at 5 
p.m. If one does not get in 
before that, he is just out. 
There are probably many 
families that might decide 
to take in part of an 
evening at COSI instead of 
watching TV or going to 
the movie. 

There are a lot of people 
curious about what is 
offered there and might 
want to go and see, but 
they have to make it on 
Saturday or Sunday, and 
there are so many other 
things that get in the way 
on those days. 

Columbus is a city of 
over half million people 
and institutions that get so 
little public attention 
because of hour incon- 
venience. Columbus is not 
alone in this critique of 
public: service.-Most cities 
have the hours of 
discrimination against 
such a large part of the 
population. 

It ought to occur to plan- 
ners of institutions that 
thousands are working to 
make a living when. they 
set those hours. This may 
explain why so many 
businesses are empty most 
of the time. But, it seems 
the planners never have 
thought of the hard hat 
workers, the shop 
salesmen and ladies and 
all the other citizens trying 
to make a living. 

The entertainment world 
looked at the picture and 
came up with evening 
hours. So could public in- 
stitutions adjust—its- times 
to the convenience of 
users. Instead, they seem 
to continue to think of the 
“select few," keeping a 
kind of cultural 
discrimination alive. It has 
to be discrimination, for 
the open hours rule out so 
many others. 

Discrimination is in- 
clusion and exclusion; 
eligible who can partake 
and ineligibles who cannot 
partake; those who can 
have and those who can- 
not have. Certainly the 
open. hour selection by 
some institutions is con- 
sciously or unconsciously

The City of Columbus is 
resisting an effort by other 
Franklin County commun- 
itles to have the Public 
Utilities Commission of 

io set a uniform rate 
schedule for all natural gas 
consumers in the county. 

Columbus City Atty. 
John L. Francis said that 
his office filed a reply 
before the PUCO, seeking 
to preserve the right of the 
City to negotiate gas rates 
for City residents, who 
Presently have the lowest 
rates in the county. 

Francis said that the City 
has the right to negotiate 
it gas rates separately 
because of the “home 
rule” powers it has under 
the City Charter and by 
state statute. 


‘Thé city attorney's reply 


was in response to a 
Petition filed Jan. 27 by the 
Central Ohio Mayors and 
Municipal Officials Council 
to consolidate the rate 
hearings of the City of 
Columbus and those of 
other county communities. 

The Council, which has 
23 county municipalities as 
members, asked the PUCO 
to allow development of a 
single rate base, cost of 
service and rate of return 
for the entire county. 

In opposing this, Francis 
pointed out that gas rates 
are based on the cost of 
supplying a particular 
area.
